WAiNTS NO TWO-CENT FARE 


Railroad Organizations Should Peti­ 
tion the Law-Makers Is'ow at 
Jefferson City. 


CRIMINAL COSTS. 
T h e question of criminal costs, 
and, incidentally, how to treat the 
unfortunate men who tramp from 
place to place, 
presses upon 
the 


pockets and the consciences of the 
taxpayers for solution. 
In his message to the general as­ 


sembly G overnor Stone spoke of 
the burden of criminal costs to the 
state treasury. 


This, however, is only one feature 
of the evil. 


T h e counties, as well as the state, 
spend large sums in defending so­ 
ciety from the criminal class. 


During the last five months of 
1896 Pettis county paid the follow ­ 
ing amounts 
for 
criminal 
costs: 
August, $1,869.69; September, $2,- 


039*75; 
O ctober, 
$1,325.75; 
N o ­ 
vember, $1,252.37; December, $1,- 


4 3 <^- 
T o this, in order to realize the 
burden on 
the 
Sedalia taxpayer, 
must be added the net cost of our 
police and law department. 
M uch of this sum, as claimed by 
a correspondent 
of this paper, is 
spent for the arrest and conviction 
of men who are really not criminals, 
but who, being strangers, 
out of 
work and with no visible means of 


support, are arrested and punished 
as vagrants. 


It will not do to say that none of 
these men should be arrested. M any 
of them m'^y be, and doubtless are, 
honest men. 
But there are 
others 
who arc professional criminals and 
chronic bums watching for an o p ­ 
portunity to com mit crime. 
If the officers waited until 
actual 
crimes had been com mitted before 
arresting anybody, the city would 
be 
overrun 
with 
criminals 
who 
would 
represent 
themselves 
as 
"hon est 
men 
looking for w ork," 
and life and property would be u n ­ 
safe. 


It is true that men who are merely 
under suspicion or 
charged with 


vagrancy could be arrested by the 
police and punished in the police 
court 
where no bills of cost are 
created, and in this way the burden 
on the taxpayer would be reduced. 
But certainly the city cannot be 
permitted to fill up with penniless 
strangers who have no means 
of 
support. 
T h e only remedy the 
D e m o c r a t 
can see is the inauguration of some 
kind of needed public im provement, 
like 
m acadam izing 
streets 
and 
r^ads, where any able-bodied man 
who lives in Sedalia can work for 
his board and lodging and where 
vagrants can be made to earn the 
cost of their support. 
Then the city and county should 
heartily co-operate in pushing these 


improvements in the most business­ 
like way so that the taxpayer may 
have, in these public improvements, 
a valuable consideration for the tax 


he pays. 
W hen this is done, there should 
be no more sentences for two or 


three days, but tne innocent should 
be acquitted and the guilty sent up 


for long terms at hard labor.

A t an observer of the rights of 
railroads doing business within the 
borders of our state, and as a close 
observer of the public good, I am 
of the opinion that should a bill of 
that kind appear upon cur statute 
books, 
to reduce passenger tariff 
from three to two cents per mile, it 
would not only affect our railroads, 
bu*: would affect all other industries. 
Railway employes (and there are 
more than 30,000 of them in our 
state) who today are receiving the 
highest standard of pay for their 
labor would have their wages re 
duced should a law of that kind r e 
enacted. 
The railrcads would have 
to cut somewhere in order to make 
up this deficiency, as they are not 
cut all the lime to lose. 
The farmer would suffer from the 
effects of a law of that kind. 
Why? 
Because 
the 
railroads 
would 
be 
compelled to charge a higher tariff 
for the traiiSportation of the f a r m ­ 
er's products. 
There is now, and 
always has 
been, a mania among many of our 
people that railroads are very rich 
and have all the money of the coun ­ 
try hoarded up in some back 
yard 
on Wall street. 
Railroads, like the 
farmer who owns 2,000 acres of land 
anéàis land poor, so poor that he 
can't pay his taxes, find themselves 
in 
this 
same 
condition— lots 
of 
property but very little money. 
1 do not shield corporations to 
the detriment of farmers and wage 
workers. 
I despise trusts; but these 
railroads are a public necessity and 
should be protected by our people. 
I remember that four years ago, 
out in bleeding Kansas, the pop u ­ 
lists, while in charge of the state 
capital at Topeka, 
enacted a law 
compelling all railroads doing busi­ 
ness within her bloody borders to 
erect and put in railroad track scales 
at all stations. 
This law would ha/e cost some 
of the roads more than one million 
dollars just to put the scales on the 
ground, to say nothing of the e x ­ 
pense of putting in and keeping in 
repair. 
As a result, the railroads a p p eal­ 
ed to the United States supreme 
court and that body declared the 
act unconstitutional. 
A n y reasoning person knows that 
this kind of legislation is unjust. 
In 
conclusion, I desire to say 
that I am of the opinion that it is 
the duty of all railroad men, and 
the especial duty of the railway la ­ 
bor organizations, 
to petition our 
representatives at the capital, under 
the seal of their different lodges, to 
use their utmost influence to pre­ 
vent the passage of an act of that 
kind until such time as our state 
is more fully developed and confi­ 
dence is once more restored.

STORIES TO LD BY OLD TREES. 
AN 
ED U CA TED TRAEVÎP. 


Their Ring s Tell of V/et and Dry Gea- 
sons a Hund red Years Ag o. 
It has been found that the rings 
of {growth visible in the trunks of 
trees have a iar more interestint»’ 
story’ to tell than has usually’ been 
supposed. 
Every’body knows they’ 
indicate the number of y’ears that 
the tree has lived, says the New 
York Advertiser, but J. Keuchler, 
of Texas, has recently made experi­ 
ments and observations which seem 
to show that trees carry in their 
trunks a record of the weather con­ 
ditions that have prevailed during 
the successive y’ears of their growth. 
Several trees, each more than one 
hundred and thirty years old, were 
felled, and the order and relative 
width of the rings of growth in their 
trunks were found to agree exactly’. 
This fact showed that all the trees 
had experienced the same stimula­ 
tion in certain years and the same 
retardation in other years. 
Assum­ 
ing that the most rapid growth had 
occurred in wet years, and the least 
rapid in dry years, it was concluded 
that out of the one hundred and 
thirty-four years covered by the life 
of the trees sixty had been very w"et, 
six extremely wet, eighteen wet, 
seventeen average as to the supply’ 
of moisture, nineteen dry’, eight very 
dry^ and six extremelv drv. 
But 
when the records of tlie rainfall, run­ 
ning back as far as 18 10, were con­ 
sulted it was found that they did not 
all agree with the record of the trees. 
Still it could not be denied that tlie 
rings in the trunks told a true story 
of Hie weather influences which \nu\ 
affected the trees in successive y’ears. 
The conclusion was therefore readied 
that the record of the rings con­ 
tained more than a mere index of 
the annual rainfall; that it showed 
what the character of the seasons 
had been as to sunshine, tempera­ 
ture, evaporation, regularity of the 
supply of moisture and the lii;e; in 
short, that the trees contained in­ 
delibly imprinted in their trunks 
more than one hundred yiAirs of na­ 
ture’s history, a history which we 
might completely’ decipher if we could 
but look upon the face of nature from 
a tree’s point of view’. 


HOW A 
M AN 
W ALKS. 


Mechanism of the Exercise and the 
Muscles Broug ht Into Play. 
The chief muscles con.on'iied in 
walking, says the London Hospital, 
are thosre in the calf and bic-k of the 
leg, whicli, l)v pulling up the lied, 
also pull up the bones of the foot 
connected 
with ii, and then the 
whole body’, the weight of wdiidi is 
passed on throusrh the bones of the 
leg. 
When w’alking, the trunk is 
thrown forwaird so that it w’ould fall 
dow’n prostrate w’crc not the right 
foot planted in time to support it. 
The calf muscles are helped in tliis 
action by those on the front of the 
trunk and legs, w’hich contract and 
pull the body forw’ard, and the trunk 
slanting forward w’hen the lied is 
raised by the calf muscles, the w’hole 
body’ w’ill be raised and ]iushed for­ 
ward and upward. 
Tliis advance­ 
ment of each leg is eflV'cted i>arilv 
by’ muscular action, the iiiusdes used 
being (i) those on the front of the 
thigh, bending it forw’ard on the 
pelvis; (2) the hamstring muscles, 
vvhidi siighidy bend tlie leg on lht‘ 
thigh; (8) the muscles on the front 
of the leg, w’bicli raise the front of 
the foot and toes, preventing tlie 
latter, in swinging forwaird, from 
hitdiing ill the ground. 
When one foot ha,s r(‘ached the 
ground the action of the other has 
not ceased. 
There is another paint 
in walking. 
The body is constantly 
supported and balanced on eacli h^g 
alternately’, and therefore on only 
one at once. 
Hence there must be 
some means for throwing the center 
of gravity’ over the line of support 
^ormed by the bones of each h*g, as 
it sup])orts the w’eigl .t of the body. 
This is done in various ways, and
